BLIGHT LOCAL CHOPS 


There never has b.ien a time with- 


in the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant when it was so desirable that 
cold weather should hold off longer 
than usual than the present fall, and 
it is seldom that we liavs had a frost 
that ran-.'.- as, early in the season as 
it did this y;ar. Of course there has 
been some kind of a frost every 
month dining the past summer, but 
vegetation seemed lo survive the or- 
deal until lapt Thursday night, when 
it was cold enough to kill almost all 
of the vegjtation of a tender char- 
acter in some sections, while in other 
places there was no damage whatever. 


Frank Whitrock, the melon man, 


rcpoited that the frost of Thursday 
night killed all of his watermelons, 
ami also about half of the musk mel- 
ons that lie had on his place. He al- 
so stated that this was the first tini'a 
in !iis ez.pericnc'C in Wisconsin when 
hi:- mdons were killed by frost. 


M,in) of the patches of potatoes 


and corn were also badly damaged, 
and other fields ware apparently as 
Rood as ever. 
Another frost came 


on Sunday night, and some of the 
places that escaped the lirst freeze 
were nipped on that occasion. The 
conc'msus of opinion among farmers 
seems to tr that there will be no corn 
this year, and that it is a lucky man 
v. ho has a silo in which he can store 
his forage crop.

They had notification of the coming 
freeze on Thursday night, and all ol 
I he marshes were flooded, and as ii 
continued cold, the water was left on 
the b-rries, and was s>till on them 
when the freeze came Sunday night 
Sonic of them report that mercury 
got down to 17 above during Sun 
dry night, which is certainly rathei 
chilly for the latter part of August 
The cianberry m:n, altho they gen 
orally suffer more from frost than 
the regular run of farmers, are bet 
ter prepaied to nic'.'t such an emer 
re.ioy than tin others, as they gen 
enillv ha\e a supply of water wilt 
which to flood the vines if possible.

A law which hunters and members 


of the state game warden's dopart- 
mci.t say will go farther toward the 
protection of deer than any other sta- 
tute thai might be enacted except 
one, absolutely prohibiting the killing 
of deer, has passed the Wisconsin 
leg'slature and will he in effect al 
the oppning oi the deer season Nov. 
il. It prohibits tho killing of any 
doe or any fawn of either sex, and the 
shipment of a carcass of a doe or 
fawn by any railroad company, ex- 
press line or oilier common carrier, 
and prohibits any person or corpor- 
ation from tnklnjt possession of u 
carcass of any tloo or fawn at any 
lime. 
A lino of ?25 or $50, or im- 


prisonment 
not 
lo 
exceed 
three 


months, is the penalty for the vio- 
lation of this statute. 


It Is expected by the state game 


warden and bis assistants and hs 
associalion interested in Ihe protec- 
tion of game Hi Wisconsin, that Hit 
new law will nol only rosull in better 
protection for deer, but will be an 
absolute safeguard to the lives of 
hunters in Die north woods.

gerous, to use- ordinary explosives for 
mining and excavating in confined 
spaces, a lact that has led to the de- 
velopment of the hydraulic miaing 
caruidge as a sale and effective sub- 
stitute.

Wish Submarines to Kill Americans 


or Sink Peaceful Vessels. 


New York, Aug. 26.—It it was due to 


the action ot a German submarine 
tbat American citizens lost their lives 
in the torpedoing of the steamship ] 
Arabic such action was contrary to 
the Intention" of the German govern- 
ment, according to official advices re- 
ceived by tbo German ambassador 
from Berlin and telegraphed by him 
on Tuesday to Washington. 


It was also said In the communica- 


tion that the German government will 
deoply regret such a los of life and 
would tender tho sincerest sympathies 
to the American government. 


The text of the matter given out by 


Count von Bernstorff read. 


"The German ambassador received 


tho following Instructions from Berlin, 
which he communicated to the depart- 
ment of state: 
So far no official in- 


formation available concerning the 
sinking of the Arabic. Tho German 
government trusts that the American 
government will not take a definite 
stand at hearing only the reports of 
one side which In tho opinion of the 
imperial government cannot corre- 
spond with the facts, but that a chance 
will be given to Germany to bo heard 
equally. 


"Although the imperial government 


does not doubt tho good faith of the 
witnesses whoso statements are re- 
ported by tho newspapers In Europe, 
It should bo borne in mind that these 
statements are naturally made under 
excitement which might easily pro- 
duce wrong impressions. 
!f Ameri- 


cans should actually have lost their 
lives this would naturally be contrary 
to our Intentions 
Tho German gov- 


ernment would deeply »egret tho fact 
and begs to tender sincerest sympa- 
thies to tho American government." 


Tho statement carried no signature. 


It was given out by Doctor Adler, the 
ambassaador's secretary. 


Washington, 
Aug 
26.—Germany, 


through her ambassador. Count von 
Bernstorff. asked tho United States 
on Tuesday not to take a final stand 
on the sinking ot the White Star liner 
Arabic, until all the tacts were known. 
It was the first word from Germany 
since the incident. 


The count telegraphed the state de- 


partment, saying he made tho request 
at the instruction of his government, 
and added that the German admiralty 
had not yet been nble to get a report 
on tho sinking. 


It Is taken to Indicate that the Ger- 


man government may have some facts 
which, in Its opinion, justify the ac- 
tion of tha submarine commander. It 
comes as the first ray of promise on 
a situation which admittedly was 
growing darker with each hour of 
silence on the part ot Germany. 


Now, in view ot tho ambassador's 


request, tho state department can do 
nothing but wait a leasonablo time for 
word from Berlin. Ambassador Gerard 
has been Instructed to watch for a re- 
port, but has not been told to ask for 
one.

London, Aug. 24—A dispatch to tho 


Central News on Sunday from Petro- 
grad says: 


"The president of the duma has an- 


nounced that the Germans lost the 
battleship Moltke, throe cruisers and 
seven torpedo boats In the Hlga bat- 
tle." 


Tho announcement of the president 


of tho duma, as sent by the corre- 
spondent, follows 


"In tho Riga battle the Germans

auperdreadnaught,

Moltke: three cruisers and seven tor- 
pedo boats. 


•Tho German fleet has withdrawn 


from Riga bay. 


"The Germans tried to make a de- 


scent near Pernpvln (Pernigel, on the 
east shore of the Gulf ct RIsa, some 
thirty-live miles north of Riga). 


"Four barges crammed with soldiers 


took part In tho descent. They were 
repulsed by the Russian troop with- 
out the co operation of artillery, the 
Germans bein« exterminated and the 
bargos captured." 


An official statement from tho Petro- 


grad war office also says the German 
fleet has left the Gulf of Riga, 


"Our destroyers In the Ulack sea 


have sunk over a hundred Turkish 
boats," the statement aids.

8 DROWNED NEAR ST. LOUIS 


Meramec River Sweeps 35-Mile Strip 


of Buildings—Thousands Floe— 


County Under Water. 


St. Louis, Aug 21.—Eight persons 


are reported to have lost their lives 
when thn .Meramec river, lined on 
both sides with pleasure resorts, club 
houses and summer cottages, went 
several miles out of Its banks follow- 
ing a sudden rise, which started Sun- 
day at the rate of a foot an hour. 
Six persons are said to have been 
drowned at Valley Park and two at 
Moramec Highlands. The river is five 
feet higher than ever before in its 
history, and so rapHly did the flood 
como on that many persons were 
forced to climb Into treotops. A re- 
port that was not confined stated 
that every building on cither side ot 
the river for 35 miles hai been swept 
away.

Thd capture by 


German troops of the great stronghold 
at the Junction of tbo Vistula and 
Narew rivers was officially announced 
here on Friday 


Six Russian generals and 85,000 sol- 


diers were captured by General von 
Beseler's troops when they took Novo- 
georgievsk. 
The number of cannon 


has been increased to more than 700, 
an official statement says. 


General von Gallwitz's troops have 


taken 2,650 Russian prisoners, the 
statement adds. The Russians retreat- 
ed east of Kdvno and in the district 
of Dawina as far as thj road from 
Augustowo to Grodno. 


With the capture of Novogeorglevsk 


the Germans have taken the last ot 
the Vistula fortresses and removed a 
danger that existed as long as that 
stronghold was held by the Russians. 
The pursuit of the retreating Russian 
armies can be continued without any 
possibility ot a sudden sortie. 


Novogeorgievsk was captured un- 


der the eyes of Emperor William him- 
self, he having arrived there while 
the German troops were making their 
attacks. 


Tho. fortress fell after a siege ot 12 


days, during which the mighty Ger- 
man guns poured a rain of shell upon 
its fortifications 
The outlying forts 


were taken one by one while the 
German circle drew closer daily to 
the main fortifications. 


Berlin, Aug. 26.-A hill at Kopytow, 


southwest of the Russian fortress of 
Brest-Lltovsk, has been stormed by 
the Teutonic forces, according to an 
official statement given out by the 
German army headquarters. 


The official statement says: 
"North of the Nlemen river there 


are no changes in the situation. 


"Army group of Field Marshal on 


Hindenburg. On the remainder of the 
front of this army group progress was 
made. During battles to the east and 
to the south of Kovno our troops cap- 
tured nine officers and 2,600 men and 
took eight machine guns. 


"Army group of Prince Leopold of 


Bavaria- On the plain (?) situated 
northeast of Kleszczele and in the 
forest district southeast ot this place, 
the enemy yesterday again was de- 
feated by our troops, tho pursuit 
reaching the Ballowieska forts. The 
enemy lost more than 4,500 men In 
prisoners and nine machine guns. 


"Army group of Field Marshal von 


Mackonsen. Before the attack of the 
German and Austro-Hungarlan troops 
advancing across the Pulva and Bug 
rivers east of the mouth of the Pulva, 
the enemy evacuated his positions. 
Our pursuit continued. 


"On tho southwest front of Brest- 


Litovsk a hill at Kopytow was taken 
by storm. 
Our troops are advancing 


through the marshy district to the 
northeast of Vladova, pursuing the 
enemy, whom they defeated yester- 
day." 


Amsterdam, 
Aug. 25. — Russian 


claims of great German losses in the 
naval battle in the Gulf of Riga are 
repudiated in a semiofficial telegram 
received from Berlin. 


The telegram says that no dread- 


naughts or cruisers were sunk or dam- 
aged. 


NEW STATE BUILDING CODE 


Will Apply to Smaller Cities and 


Villages as Well as to 


Larger Ones. 


Madison.—Wisconsin's building code 


as revised and adopted by the indus- 
trial commission becomes effective in 
Its revised form Sept 20. The code 
will be published In pamphlet lorm 
tor distribution by the commission. 


It applies throughout the state, to 


the smaller cities and villages as well 
as to the larger ones 
Its administra- 


tion and enforcement is to be carried 
out largely through local officials, fire 
chiefs, building inspectors,, etc, so that 
the cost for inspection will be kept at 
a minimum. 


The code covers nearly every Imag- 


inable hind ot building conbtruction, 
except private residences, flat build- 
ings used for residences of not more 
than two families, buildings used for 
agricultural purposes outside cities and 
villages and temporary buildings or 
sheds used for construction purposes 
only. It does not limit, however, the 
power of municipalities to regulate 
building by more stringent provisions. 
It prescribes ruleb for the Installation 
of boilers and furnaces, smoke pipes, 
steam pipes, hot air pipes, electrical 
work, lights and roof co\erings; lays 
down requirements for office, mercan- 
tile and factory buildings; provides 
safety regulations for elevators and 
the installation of fire prevention ser- 
vice
